Tokio, July 2. — There Is u probability 
that Vlce-Adinlral Knmlmura sighted the 
Vladivostock squadron last night and that 
n general attack with torpedoes followed. 
It Is known that Knmlmura was pursuing 
the Russians and a cannonade was heard. 
Knmfuiura has not yet reported to Toklo, 
nnd word from him is awaited with keen 
eagerness. The exact movements of the 
Russluus are not known. It Is thought 
Kamhnura pressed the Russians Into the 
Tsu Islands, In the straits of Korea, and 
that the Russians ran cast and then north 
In an effort to escape, fitanumura's scouts 
discovered the Russians yesterday after- 
noon, trailed them and reported the Rus- 
sluus' presence. At 7:30 In the evening 
the hitter were seen between the lkl and 
Tsu Islands. Cannonading was heard 
there. An hour and a halt' later cannon- 
ading was heard farther north. The navy 
department expresses the belief that Kam- 
imurn sent torpedo boats against the Rus- 
sian squadrons during the night. The ob- 
ject of the recent Russian movements is 
not clearly understood here. It Is sus- 
pected that both Russian squadrons hope 
to seek refuge In n neutral port of China 
and claim protection. Kaichou, Chefoo 
and even Welhalwel are mentioned as their 
possible destination. The Japanese con- 
tend that the Russians are not entitled to 
neutral protection under the circumstances. 
They deny the case Is similar to that of 
tlie Russian gunboat Maudjur, which was 
at Shanghai when hostilities commenced. 
Tin; SBtry of the Russian warships Into 
either Kaichou or Welhalwel would prove 
embarrassing to the governments coutrul- 
lng these ports. 

St. Petersburg, July 2.— Nothing Is 
known here of the reported sea light be- 
tween the Vladivostock squadron and the 
Japanese squadron, commanded by Vice- 
Adiiilr.il Kamimura. No surprise would 
be created here If the report should be con- 
firmed. So far as known, the Vladivostock 
naval division has not returned to that 
port. The admiralty Is puzzled over the 
number and character of the Japanese 
ships which Rear-Admiral Witlioft saw 
June 23 before Tort Arthur, being unable 
to account for such a formidable fleet. 
Naval officers are wondering if Admiral 
™ has not rigged merchantmen as dum- 
my warships. Lnter reports received bv 
the naval authorities are to the effect that 
one of Rear-Admiral WIthoft's ships was 
slightly damaged in the recent engage- 
ment off Port Arthur. 

Seoul, July 2. — The Japanese legation has 
received reports from semi-ofllcial sources 
on the east coast of an engagement yes- 
terday between the Vladivostock squadron 
and a Japanese squadron under the com- 
mand of Vlce-Admiral Kamimura. No de- 
tails arc obtainable. The authorities are 
endeavoring to confirm the reports.

A Better Feeling Experienced Among 
Kuropatkln's Forces. 

Llaoyang, July 2. — The late successes of 
the Russians at Ualln and in Major-Gcn- 
ornl Mistekenko's engagement with the 
Japanese, has engendered a much better 
spirit. It is reported that in the lighting 
of June 2li and 27 the Japanese lost S,000 
men. and that their losses in operations 
against Misteheuko were 500. A striking 
feature of the last engagement at Dalin, 
as well as in the fight witii General Mis- 
tchnnko's force, was that the Japanese 
tried a bayonet, charge, to which they 
hud not previously been partial. Their 
lines went to the charge with loud cries of 
"Ayar! Ayar!" but almost to a man were 
mowed down by the Russian tire from 
the rifles. One of tlio Japanese prisoners 
captured by General Mlstchenko states that 
the provisions of the Japanese are running 
out and the troops are badly fed. For two 
days prior to his capture, the prisoner 
said, tlie Japanese had eaten nothing, and 
this statement is confirmed by Chinese. 
Tlie Japanese commissary is entirely sup- 
plied from Japan, and consequently Is de- 
pendent upon sea communication, and the 
effect of the loss of many boats In the re- 
cent storm Im beginning to lie felt severely.

turosque people has Iccome greatly Inten- 
sified by the present Tar, and with our In- 
terest increases our iilmlrulion for their 
military genius In gnppling with a great 
power like Russia, li was Sir Edwin Ar- 
nold, we think, who sid that the Japanese 
were a people about he future of which 
It was Impossible to predict, but even 
that recent pronouncement must now be- 
come subject to revlslu.

■ The pathfinder for Bob Henderson, 
for Cloorge Carmock, and for all other 
pust, present or prospective claimants 
of the honor attached to the discov- 
ory" of tin; Klondiko gold Bold—How- 
ard Franklin, prospector and miner, 
is dead, aged 01. 

It was Howard Franklin who mado 
tlte discovery of 'coarse gold at Forty 
Mile, and H was the finding of coarse 
gold at Forty Mile, that brought' about 
the exploration A'Piii which ' resulted 
the bursting of the Klondike with its 
dazzle of untold wealth of yellow dust 
and nugget', upon a waiting world. Yet 
until his death no ward Franklin was 
practically unheard of. Even in his 
own country, he was without partic- 
ular honor. 

On Friday, the old of June, while 
still 'pursuing: the adventurous and 
hard career of a working miner, the 
Veteran fell into Bouanza Creek at No. 
'56 Below, as the claims are designated, 
and was •washed down stream a hun- 
dred yards or more before he was able 
to stem the swift current and touch 
dry land again. The chill of the water, 
still carrying drift of ice, and the ex- 
haustion 'incident to his adventure, pro- 
duced a rapid illness, congestion of 
the lungs finally intervening and pro- 
ducinc death the following Sunday. 

With his death there passes one of 
the historic figures of the Newer North, 
one of striking personalities in the his- 
tory of the Yukon, one of the last of 
the picturesque "old brigade" of West- 
ern mining camps. 

Franklin was born March 184.1, 
at Schenectady. N. Y. Before he was 
a year old. his parents moved to Cha- 
tham. Ontario. lie lived there until 
1873, when he journeyed out to Cali- 
fornia by way of the Union _ Pacific. 
After some short time spent in Cali- 
fornia ho came to this city, where he 
Xent out with the Island stall' on the 
preliminary survey of the C. P. R. In 
lo(5 he went on to the Cassiar country 
and afterwards mined on Spruce 
Creek, which empties into Chatham) 
Sound, lli' passed <>n to Juneau in 
1S&0 nnu worked a claim in the basin 
there. Hearing vague Indian reports 
from Hip Yukon Valley.' which seemed 
to indicate that it might lie a good 
country to prospect in, he left Juneau 
for the unborn ' Eldorado on April 20. 
ISS.'l. in company with Tom Boswcll 
and Heurv Mnthespn. 

•'lliii' outfit consisted of nine sacks 
of flour, Tin pounds of bacon, 50 
pounds of bonus, 50 noiinds of sugar, 
five pounds of coitee, ten pounds of 
tea. ten pounds of salt, also matches 
ami other small necessities, including 
baking powucr." is what Franklin said 
in a biographical statement covering 
his entire life, and especially relative 
to his career in the North, made only 
a few months atra. foi historical pur 
poses. 

STrv^ES RICH BAR. 

"The ui. -t place we did any work 
was on a bar about twenty miles below 
the Little Salmon, which we struck 
.Tune 20th. It paid as high as J>40 a 
(lav to the rocker, and we cleaned up 
about $1,500 in ten days' time, We 
then dropped down about five miles 
and cleane.i up a like amount in a week 
on another bar. We also worked two 
bars below this and -of a little dust. 

"A passing Indian war given a unto 
to take to Al Mayo, at Fort Reliance, 
to pave us an outfit. We then dropped 



down stream slowly until White river 
was reached, and poled up about forty 
miles. By this time it was late in the 
fall, and after kniing thrco moose we 
dropped down stream, passing the 
mouth of the Klondiko on the after- 
noon of October isrd, in a heavy run 
of ice, and reaching the fort shortly 
after. 

"Mayo was the only white man at 
the post, but thero were about forty 
Indians. Ho told us that he got our 
note too late to secure our supplies and 
that he dm not have Hour enough to 
last himself through tho winter. Ho 
had plenty of other goods, but they 
wero not digestible. When wo landed 
there wo had a block of matches, two 
pounds of tea, and live pounds of to- 
bacco. Tho tooacco was something 
fierce. It could be used for chewing 
or smoking, would drive mosquitoes 
away; cause sudden death to animal 
or man, if taken for the first time, but 
it was mighty good then. 

"A few days after landing, Joe La- 
due arrived from Belle Islo, now Eagle 
City, wnere Harper was conducting n 
post-. Wo made our headquarters at 
the post, but as wo had nothing to eat 
except meat, we wero compelled to 
hunt most of the time. 

HUNTED ON BONANZA. 
"Five days after New Years, a party 
of Indians set out on a hunting trip". 
Wo went up Bonanza and camped for 
ten days on what is now the site of 
the Forks. It was a good hunting 
ground ami moose were plentiful." 

In tin; spring of 1884 Franklin. 
Matherson and Lndue poled up the 
White and then up Ladue Creek, but 
finding nothing, dropped down to Fort 
Kolnneo in July. Mike Hess, who had 
come in that spring, and Henry Mather- 
son, formed a partnership and pros- 
pected the head of Tanana, but find- 
ing notiung dropped back by way of 
the White river and went down to 
Mllkluket, where Joe fondue and 
Franklin .,ad previously gone. Oij 
tho way down, Franklin said they 
camped at the mouth of Forty Mile, 
where uiuue told him that Kerr and 
1 owell had found prospects two years 
before. He „ud also prospected the 
river about a mile up, and found colors.

"It seems rather cold-blooded to 
make sucn a statement, hut it was 
absolutely necessary for us to keep on 
friendly terms with' tho Indians and 
there was only one way to do it— pun- 
ish uy death anyone who would, upset 
the good feeling that then existed. 
'"Lute in the fall John Fraser and my- 
self po,^,. up to Stewart river and win- 
tered 't.iere. We wero later joined by 
Henry Matherson. In the spring of 
1880 we were joined by Dick Poplin, 
Pete YVyi.org, .Frank Moffatt and Al 
and Hugh Day, who had arrived from 
the outside the fall before, and we all 
went up the Stewart. 

Bisixi YIELDS $30,000. 
"We struck a bar about 70 miles' up 
the Stewart, and in about three weeks' 
time six of us— j^ick Poplin, Pete Wy- 
horg Frank Moffatt, Henry Mather- 
son, John Fraser and myself— cleaned 
up about 9:10,000. This bar is known 
far and wide as steamboat bar. Tom 
Boswcll also worked there, but he was 
workiii- for himself and not associated 
with the rest of us in any way. 

I cannot lot pass the opportunity 
without, impressing upon you the rich- 
ness of this bar. When wo started up 
the Stewart tho warm weather had 
just set in, and we struck the bar just 
after the snow had disappeared, and 
id left the ground thawed, yet the 
ver did not show a sign of breaking 
Up. Before the ice u,d go out, we had 
cleaned up ^0,0. „ It was a regular 
thing for each rocker to clean up from 
$U . to $300 per day. 

GOLD IN i.iNDROWS. 
"Another incident which comes to 
mind as being interesting I must toll. 
\\ nen we were going up the Stewart 
river that spring, and had reached a 
point about 65 miles up, we came t( 
a tree blazed so carefully that it at 
traded our attention.

"Mayo and his associates, Jack Me- 
Questin and Harper, had started a 
post at the Stewart that fall. In the 
spring .18811 Al — nyo, Frank MolTutt, 
Henry Matherson and myself poled up 
the Stewart. We went up about 200 
miles, but finding nothing big enough 
to keep us, dropped down about the 
last- of August. I had been thinking 
ever since 1 had panned on Forty 
Mile, to return there some day. and 
when I reached the mouth of the Stew- 
art I concluded to- do so. 

"More men had come into tho coun- 
try that summer, am, there were quite 
a number at tin: post. I told others 
of what I hud found on the Forty Mile, 
and, Andrew J. Maiden, Phil .Brown, 
Jim Adams. Tom (Mickey) O'Brien, 
Henry (Tuck) Lumbort, and myself 
started for there. Maiden and Phil 
Brown went- ahead, and reached the 
creek September 4th, landing there the 
next day. As we poled up the next 
day. we panned on the bars, and got 
prospects on every one. About seven 
miles up I got 15 cents to the pan.

Xuey left Stewart Decem- 
ber 3rd, and were caught in a storm 
on the summit. Williams died of ex- 
posure and the Indian had a narrow 
escape, only reaching Dyea under great 
dilllculty. Men went to tho summit, 
got Wdiam.s' mail, and at a miners' 
meeting it was decided to open tho 
letters and see what news hud been 
sent out. In one, reference was mado 
to the coarse gold, and upon its being 
found on Williams' body the now* 
spread, and was the direct cause, of 
the stampede which followed shortly 
after, and which did more than any- 
thing- else to open up tho Klondike 
country."

Helsingfors, June 29.— General Bob rlkoff, governor-general of Finland, who 
was shot at the entrance to the Senate, died within twenty-four hours.

It appears now that General Bobri koff had only a bare chance to survive. 
The surgeons realized that death was almost inevitable. 

During the course of the operation performed by the physicians the pulse 
ceased altogether more than once. The injuries inflicted were so terrible as 
to indicate that the bullet was of an explosive nature. When the operation 
was completed the patient regained and maintained consciousness for about 
three hours, during which time he spoke a few words to bis wife and 
daughters. Then he became unconscious and remained so until he expired. 



FOREIGN LITERATURE IN JAPAN. 

An article In a recent number ot Har- 
per's 'Weokly'. written by a Japanese, 
gives some interesting details ot the state 
of foreign literature In Japan. Until she 
broke loose from her exclusively Oriental 
past some forty years ago, the only for- 
eign element In- the life and thought of 
Japan was Chinese. 

The first European language that the 
Japanese set themselves to grapple with 
after the revolution was Dutch. It speaks 
well for their determination to Westernize 
themselves that they were still able to 
1 ersevcre. 

Today, "while the English Is the most 
common among our people mill Is studied 
by all high school pupils, German and 
French are favored generally by our schol- 
ars and physicians.' (if the tongues 
taught In the foreign language school at 
Toklo, Itusslan, curiously enough, Is the 
favorite. 

The most widely known F.nglish writer 
in Japan Is Carlylo. Next to him comes 
Maeaulay. "Emerson is admired by some 
of the English students, and we see the In- 
fluences of Ids writings among many Jap- 
anese Journalists today." 

Mill and Herbert Spencer "have had a 
tremendous Influence upon the thought of 
modem Japan." In poetry Tennyson, 
Longfellow— his "Evangeline" is heard 
from tin.' lips of any little girl in a girl's 
seminary In Japan" — Wordsworth, Byron 
and Hilton, and In fiction Irving, Thack- 
eray and Dickens are the best known. 

"Othello," "Macbeth," and the "Mer- 
chant of Venice" have been translated by 
Professor Yuzo Tsubouchl. Tolstoy has 
many worshippers, and no one who is not 
acquainted with German is regarded as a 
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Itousseiiu's "Contrat Social" was 
book which "first taught the Japanese the 
idea of civil right and liberty." A trans- 
lation of It "has been circulated in every 
Japanese home." The writers of French 
lict hui and drama, on the other hand, 
do not seem to find many friends hi 
Japan."

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Japan in the Early Sixties 

Recollections of British Man-o'-Warsman Who Fought Mikado's Troops 

Written, for the tolonlst by Thomas Marman. 



1802— The fall oC that year, being 
about IS years of . age, 1 went from 
Holi£ Kunt; to Yokohama on board 11. 
■ M. flagship Euryalus, lteui'-Adiiiirul Sir 
A. 1j. Kuper, (J. li. Our visit was to 
hardly more than a lisliini; village of 
average size with not more than 'forty 
white inhabitants other than the dif- 
ferent nations' consulates, witil their 
guards, either military or naval, and 
only three of them if . my memory .serves 
me nrit'lit. Sir Rutherford Alcock, K. 
O. B., was the British ambassador at 
the time, but lie had been called home 
for some reason .and had left Mr. Wade 
as charge d'affaires with a young man 
as interpreter, by name, U. G. Sutow, 
now minister plenipotentiary to Pekiu, 
of whom 1 may speak again later. Our 
visit was made in .haste as a Prince 
Satsuma had, on n visit to 1'etfdo (now 
Tokio) in state, with his retinue, on 
meeting a certain Englishman and his 
daughter, who were riding in the en- 
virons oC the city, and because they did 
not bow down and do absolute hom- 
age to his highness, the father— a Mr. 
Brown— was cut down and killed, but 
the daughter, being aa expert horse- 
woman and on a good mount, escaped 
with her life. We went to demand 
just and complete reparation. But u 
proved a very long and slow job. As 
lar as possible to learn, Japan at that 
time was under two distinct heads, the 
one a temporal head (the Mikado); the 
other the spiritual (the Tycoon), and 
the country similar to England at the 
time of the Heptarchy, under the con- 
trol of a number of petty princes or 
leaders that seemed to be t"" powerful 
to be tackled by the Mikado or las 
forces. During our stay in Yokohama, 
until the crisis came in August, lSlili, 
the town of Yokohama grew by leaps 
and bounds, and the resident Japs 
proved most friendly, to the British in 
particular. 1 do not recall a single- 
instance of foul work done to any one 
of the different crews forming our 
squadron of some seven or eight ves- 
sels during our long rendezvous in' 
Yokohama; and there were lots of 
chances and no doubt at times calls;'. 
They could not be satisfied in their 
earnest endeavors to learn our language 
and habits, and were most persistent in 
their efforts to have elucidated in some 
shape or form anything anil everything 
that was not easily understood by them, 
sometimes bewildering the individual in 
their earnestness. One instance 1 will 
give as a specimen. The Euryalus 
was the first ship to take (also to usi? 
for war purposes) the breech-loading 
gun in that part of the world (Ann- 
strong's -i^ and 110-pounders). These 
took their fancy at all tines, and too 
often, or too long, was not in it with 
them, in their examination of these 
curious weapons of war. We wore not 
long without proof of their ineeiniity 
and intentness, for lo, and behold, they 
had developed a fac simile in wood: 
riding and all complete; but that was 
only one thing! 

We were allowed leave on shore reg- 
ularly, and to tell tin- truth made ac- 
quaintances, and very hospitable ones 
at times, and we found they were not 
friends just for the time la proof, when 
a number of us returned to Yokohama, 
wounded after our battles, scores of 
Japs visited oar hospital quarters, 
on the hill overlookin- the town, to see 
if any' of their personal friends were 
there, and on Gilding such, expressing 
utmost sorrow, and at times bringing 
eggs — Sinjo — meaning "gift." 1 was 
the recipient of more than one such 
gift. 

We had a very good; -chance of see- 
ing a specimen of the Mikado's troops 
as there was a small detachment (piar- 
tered in Yokohama. These were 
Swordsmen and Bow-and-Arrow men. 
The sword, a double-hani'..ed weapon, 
with a rather long, curving blade, but 




like all the Japanese tools, brought to 
n sharp edge fom one side of the blade, 
(similar to our drawknife or wood 
chisel). They were great at wrestling 
and vaulting, and with their bamboo 
dummy swords, at practice with one 
another, they were very expert, but 
very slow in their recovery after deal- 
ing a blow, so that on many occasions 
when some of our crews took a hand 
with them . at single stick vs. sword 
they always got the best as they were 
too quick for their ungainly two-hand- 
ed sword. Their ordinary clothes was 
the inevitable kinionn, with a girdle, 
straw sandals, etc. Their -suit of mail 
wan unique, indeed, richly lacquered or 
painted, but of no earthly use what- 
ever against a well-delivered blow or 
thrust from a service cutlass or bay- 
onet. They were always ready for 
a friendly bout, and I never saw one 
lose his temper. 

Time wore along and at last it ap- 
peared. Prince Satsuma was to 
be hauled over the coals for his mis- 
deeds by H. M. Fleet, and that, at a 
place called Kagoshinia, on the Is- 
land of Kyushu, as the Jap Imperial | go t or at 
could not do it. Although 1 believe, to 
a certain extent, they paid for it. 
What- do we find, upon our. arrival at 
Kagoshima Bay? A large city, lying 
on the slope of n circling hill, droop- 
ing toward the Hay, anil the city front 
protected by batteries in close contin- 
uations at the water front, with other 
masked batteries high up the side hill; 
and although clothes were ma quite un- 
known to the men that manned these 
forts, t'wns mighty little they wore. 
But they bad within them that pluck 
that kept them serving those guns till 
they were absolutely blown it way from 
them. 

An exploding shell Hint went on an 
investigating committe of oncf into 
Gnpt. Kingconihc's (II M. S. Pesseus) 
room weighed eighty-four pounds, and 
whatever size the one was that knock- 
ed a hole in our side big .enough to 
drive a conch through— killing and 
maiming some thirty odd— may have 
been found out .since. I never heard. 
All 1 know is that it did its duty only 
too well. ('apt. Josling and 'Com- 
mander Wilmot were both killed by 
the same shot, about the time of 
the shell disaster mi the main deck. 
(3 til Am:., ISOil). Satsuma at this date 
had his eye set for a navy for he bad 
recently bought three steamers— winch 
we seized and set tire to— when, as I 
should have said previously, the Japs 
opened fire on us, 1L' noon' (no dinner) 
but tight. So much for the little bar- 
barians, a.- some are pleased lo call 
them. Well, we pretty badly battered 
up their batteries, destroyed the en- 
tire city by (lames, then returned io 
iokolmnin; The fleet of seven— we the 
only one hurt, anil that pretty badlv— 
but then we hail the "honor and glory" 
besides the knocks. Note— "That's 
about all a Rritish sailor over gets." 
Only the honor and glory this time has 
proved to have been with a •■morale" 
as it was the first eastigation given to 
an undeveloped quantity. Our Captain 
Commander killed, our Gunnery Lieut. 
E, 'Hunter became Commander, Lieut. 
It. Tracey taking his position. An- 
other year is fleeting; we still remain 
at lokohnnin; Yeddo (Tokio) still 
closely locked' as regards foreigners, 
for, as far as my memory serves, no 
one, officer or man, was' allowed in- 
side of it. as it was about seven miles 
by road, with the villnge of Knnagowa 
lying between. That year was not free 
from trouble, for as Yokohama grew 
SO did trade spring up and vessels be- 
gin to come and go more frequently; 
and as the passage between the islands 
(called the Inland Sea) was a short- 
cut for steamers, all nations expected 
to use it. But another of those little 
Brownie Prtnoes thought otherwise, 
is they approached a narrow part 
passage called Shimonosaki, 
be had henvny fortified with 
guns again, he opened fire 
different vessels.

at Alexandria, had charge of thq fly- 
ing squadron— some live little vessels— 
and he did, after dark, land and creep 
into their batteries, spiked the guns, 
and got away safely, after a very 
close call. Anyhow, they were com- 
pletely knocked out this time, their 
guns being taken and distributed at 
different places as war trophies. Anil 
when 1 say 1 saw Jap soldiers stand 
and watch us reload muzzle-loading 
ritles, not more than a few feet away, 
and take the contents without flinch- 
ing, 1 think I was, and am still, jus- 
tified in always saying 1 considered 
them the British of Asia. They laid im- 
low toward evening or the >Sth, with a 
big four-ounce gingall ball. But I had 
no kick coming; 1 deserved it. I'd had 
my share from the earliest daylight. 

So much for the second drubbing 
down. This I do know, that after the 
fleet came back to Yokohama some 
$750,000 were paid over by the Mika- 
do to our Admiral, being the Dutch, 
American and British share of $1,000,- 
000 paid for the incident. We handled 
it in the iron-bound cases — Jack's 
usual sh:.re — and that is all we ever 
likely to get. But there is 
one thing 1 must mention. Our Gun- 
nery Ollicer, Lieut. B. 10. Tracey, now 
Sir It. E. Tracey, K.C.B.. K.N., with 
all due regard to any other contra- 
dictory assertion, was the first man 
that the Japanese Government asked 
the loan of from Her late Majesty, to 
be their instructor; and he so became, 
still being attached to the It. N. 

Those students on returning to Japan 
took high standing as teachers in ail 
branches of learning, in many cases im- 
proving upon the knowledge they had 
imbibed in Europe and America. The 
grenl political changes in Japan sav-' 
them the opportunity for imparting i» 
'heir countrymen the lessons from tie 
Occident. Japan under constitutional 
government was a rich field for the 
rearing of those new ideas. The desire, 
one might say, the passion, of the Jap- 
anese to excel in everything they try 
is unquestionably tin- secret of the:!' 
success in so many and so various de- 
partments of human activity an I 
thought. The Japanese clearly foresaw 
the aim of Itussia and Manchuria, anil 
prepared to defeat that aim if possible. 
The injustice nf the treaty of Shimon- 
eseki stirred Japan profoundly. ami 
proved to her that there is only em- 
way for an individual or a nation to se- 
cure its rights in this world, and that

If 
there ever was a time when a war cor- 
respondent could sit in a hotel a thou- 
sand miles from the scene of action anil 
write a description of a battle com- 
fortably, to be cabled at his leisure, 
that time is not now. The man vhrt 
would see must he in the middle ot 
things. 

THE PSYCHOLOGICAL MOMENT. 

After a battle has been won 
tae special correspondent must 
to the cable station to get his report bl 
the action filed, writing the report, it 
he can, on the way. He has been 
working all the time the others weru 
fighting, but in reality his work only 
begins in earnest when they leave off. 

Whether the action he has seen 1)6 
one mile from 11 telegraph ollice or a 
thousand, whether iie finds himself fac- 
ing a desert or a stormy sea, he must 
spare neither steam nor money nor man 
nor horseflesh to get into touch with 
the home ollice. o. course he must not 
spare himself. If he did he would soon 
find his managing editor sparing him. 

A great man may witness a great ac- 
tion and write of it most vividly, and 
yet see himself beaten by a fifteeu-dol- 
lar-a-week local correspondent of the 
North China Gazette if he be lacking 
in the talent to move- on the cable oilier 
at the psychological moment. 

A successful win- correspondent, in 
a word, must lie always and at all 
limes the man who is on the spot. As 
the spot may have a habit of shifting 
over a thousand square miles of plane 
surface it will be seen that he must be 
well-nigh ubiquitous. He must be im- 
pervious to fatigue, nble to do without 
sleep, careless of hunger, reckless of 
danger, be warily alert against it in 
the interest of too newspaper that hat 
sent him to the front tit enormous ex- 
pense.

On 
the slab is inscribed the verse:

But 
Freddy's grave is wonderfully pre- 
served compared with others. Not far 
from it were interred, in 1803, a couple 
of other children, but the headstone has 
fallen. Yet the ivy fondly clings to it, 
forming an ever-green border to a 

voluminous inscription: 

"Sacred to the memory of my darling 
little Evn, who departed this life duly 
14th, 1803, aged 7 years -1 months, 
leaving her parents and little sister to 
mourn her loss, until they, too, shall 
join her on that heavenly shore where 
parting comes no more. 
Oh. parents dear and sister weep not 

Nor be oppressed with woe. 
'Tis of His will that iloeth right 
That I am called to go. 
Also her infant brother, born March 
2nd anil died March 5th. ISlS;?. 
They dwell where the fields can never 
fade. 

Where the night comes not, nor day 
is dim, 

Where the glory of God is the light 
and the shade 
In the shadowing wing of the 
cherubim. 

There is nothing to indicate who 
Eva's parents were, but they have not 
looked after her grave of recent years. 

As for as the tombstones can h' de- 
ciphered, there do not appear to ha e 
been many children interred in this 
cemetery. One of the earliest dates on 
the tombstones is on that "Erected 'o 
the memory of Eliza Agnes Kennedy; 
born at Fort Simpson, 1834; died at 
Fori Victoria. 1850." 

Among uravos of the old employees 
of the ITiidson's Bay Company are 
those of Dr. John F. Kennedy, chief 
trader, died 1859: James Murray Yah, 
chief trader, died 1871, and " Ohas. 
Dodd. chief factor, died 1800, All are 
in n delapidated condition mid, lik 
others, ditlicult to ilpeifiher, Yet these 
were men who played a prominent part 
in the pioneer work of British Colum- 
bia. But there are other names which 
here and there can be traced on tie' 
remaining fragments of what one- 
were decent monuments to the memory 
of deserving mortals. Here is one with 
the Mnsonie symbol, the square ' and 
compass, still conspicuous, It was 
erected to James McCulloi'h. enirinecr 
of the old steamship Sir James Doug- 
las, and Walter Doran, the mate, by 
I lie off»"ers and crew. Another, simi- 
larly adorned with the square and com- 
pass, marks the resting place of John 
Spork. who was killed by the explos- 
ion on the steamer Cariboo in Victoria 
harbor in 1801. James Itainl Jamie- 
son and' his brother Archibald, other 
victims of the explosion, are interred 
close by, and on the tablet is the name 
of Smith Baird Jamieson, "who lost. 
Ids life by an explosion on the steamer 
Yule, en the Eraser river. April, 1801;" 
Those were Hie days when the golden 
treasures of British Columbia were be- 
in; discovered, a ml tlcse were among 
the men who helped navigate the 
treacherous waters. 

There are several monuments in me- 
mory of deceased navy men, some of 



hor, while others were called away 
from God knows where. Yet their 
shipmates have- recorded the mimes on 
stone, intending that the record should 
he a lasting one. So it would, if or- 
dinary care— ordinary decency — wore 
exercised with respect to this old 
burial ground.

Will those who proudly wear the 
throe links allow the symbol to bear 
the shame of a neglected grave? Will 
the navy men of Esquimn.1t permit the 
death records of their predecessors on 
this far-from-home station to be oblit- 
erated, when a little exertion will save 
them? Will the descendants of the 
men who founded Victoria not show re- 
spect to the memory of their ancestors? 
Is public sentiment dead? While th ■« 
city council and the provincial legis- 
ntnre are wrangling as to wdio is re- 
sponsible for the disgraceful condition 
of this burial place, much might bo ac- 
complished by a little exertion on the 
part of tnose who ought to be Inter- 
ested in keophif the place in decent or- 
der. When, ah. when will Decoration 
Day be observed at the historic old 
graveyard?

This 
peculiar structure can be soon and the 
action of the force upon the egg illus- 
trated by a very simple experiment. 

Take n common screw and place it 
near the edge of the. table: touch it 
gently so as to set it in motion. You 
will observe that the screw, instead of 
running off the edge of the table will 
simply turn round on its small end— its 
own axis. 

"I cannot conceive anything move 
beautiful than this arrangement of the 
eggs of birds which build on Unices of 
rocks, and which are vorv liable to 
destruction. The fact will, I think, 
afford excellent evidence (if more wit- 
nesses are required! to show creative 
skill in such simple things as birds' 
eggs.

Joe Clarke, senior member of the Yu- 
kon territorial council, who is on a 
political tour covering the Yukon poll- 
ing divisions south of Dawson, is ouo 
of the admitted leaders of the forces 
opposing the present Liberal govern- 
ment, mid especially the Yukon admin 
istrution of ClilTord Sifton, Minister i[ 
the Interior, and his appointees. 

Since the davs when politics became 
the great absorbing tonic of interest in 
the Yukon, Joe Clarke has been under 
the limelight. 

Mr. Clarke's first political move was 
before the days of Yukon elections, 
When he acted as secretary of the citi- 
zens' committee which fought for the 
right to elect members to the Yukon 
council, of whom all had been previous- 
ly appointive. The rigid to elect a 




member of the Ottawa House of Com- 
mons was also demanded. 

In sneaking of the work of the old 
citizens' committee and the subsequent 
political history of the Yukon, Mr. 
Clarke said this morning: 

"The citizens' committee, which be- 
gan the fight against the Yukon govern- 
ment, was very aggressive and was op- 
posed i,y {lie government forces at 
every turn. 

"in addition to demanding electoral 
fights the citizens' committee strongly 
advocated many reforms in .the admin- 
istration of the placer mining regula- 
tions, especially combatting the policy 
of giving large concessions of placer 
ground to friends of the government. 

«/n the visit of Lord Miuto, Gover- 
nor-Genera! lo the Yukon, the citizens' 
committee prepared a masterly docu- 
ment, which is still recognized as the 
Yukon petition of rights, and many por- 
tions of which are stili unsatisfied. 1 
had the pleasure to read this petition 
to his excellency. 

"in Yukon's first political campaign 
the citizens' committee was. merged in- 
to the Yukon party. I had the honor 
to be organizer and assistant secretary 
of this party. In the election which 
followed the Yukon party elected Prud- 
hoinme and \\ ilson over the govern- 
ment candidates. O'Brien and Noel. 

"On the incorporation of Dawson the 
celebrated 'Kid' committee ticket, with 
Dr. Alfred Thompson for mayor, was 
put up. By that time 1 had been so 
fortunate as to incur the enmity of the 
government to such an extent that 1 
was attacked harder than was Dr. 
Thompson, who was defeated by 12 
votes, though thousands of dollars were 
spent to defeat him. 

"Then came the celebrated' campaign 
of 11102, when 1 had the honor of con- 
testing for a seat in the Dominion par- 
liament against James Hamilton Ross. 
We were defeated by 500 or 000 votes, 
unquestionably by fraud." 

With such unanimity among the Con- 
servative leaders and forces, as com- 
pared to the disorganized Liberal fac- 
tions, the outlook for the return of a 
supporter of Hon. It. L. Borden from 
the Yukon seems assured— in fact cer- 
tain.

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Considering It desirable that I should 
lay before the people oC Canada n state-; 
ment of my position wltli teforenco to the 
difficulty between myself and the govern- 
ment of Canada, I may say: 

I was fully aware of the gravity of the 
step which 1 took hi making a public pro- 
test. I -was fully aware that It was an 
unusual Bteo. 1 'decided to take it because 
I was convinced that it was the only 
means of serving the militia of Canada. 

I have for two years been general officer 
commanding the militia. I have worked 
hard to improve the force, to devise ii 
scheme .of reorganization, to create and 
organize numerous departments and to re 
vise the system of training. 1 have, sedu- 
lously avoided taking any part or interest 
in Canadian politics. 

In all of my work I have endeavored to 
l.eep steadily in view the nature of my 
post. I have not sought to impose ' my 
policy upon the minister or upon the cab- 
inet. I have sought to carry out the plans 
approved by the government. In the tech 
ideal administration of the force I held 
that 1 should he given a fairly free hand. 
At the same time I was careful to ascer 
tain and consider the views of all persons 
interested. X claimed a smaller measur 
freedom than Is accorded to the general 
managers of important commercial com- 
panies. To make a railway pay it Is neces- 
sary to leave detail matters of administra- 
tion largely to the expert official in charge 
of the system. The managing of a mil- 
itary force Is expert work, and the safety 
of the country Is surely as important as 
the success of a railway. My claim for 
freedom extended only to the technical 
side of my work. I hail no desire to force 
my policy upon the minister. 

In my efforts I was constantly hamper- 
ed by interference with that particular 
1 art of my work. This Interference be- 
gan very .soon after my arrival. It has 
continued incessantly ever since. Mr. 
Fisher's interest in the affairs of the 13th 
Scottish Light Dragoons was simply the 
final incident in a long list of various 
phases of obstruction. 

My only reason for remaining In my post 
was to benefit the militia of Canada, lint 
my efforts were so persistently blocked 
that I came to look upon the case as a 
hopeless one. 1 was forced to reflect very 
seriously upon what I could do to erfei , 
my object— the Improvement or the militia. 
It seemed to me that, Imperfect as is the 
training, great as is the lack of arma- 
ment, numerous as are the faults of de- 
tail, there lies behind all these evils a 
far greater evil— the Indifference of the 
men who govern the country to the wel- 
fare of the fores. 

It seemed to me that the best way to 
Lelp the militia of Canada was to let 'day- 
light into the working of the system. 

I realized, moreover, that the new Mil- 
itia Bill would soon be discussed In par- 
liament, and that It was my duty to give 
a warning of certain dangers before it was 
too late. 

I might have lodged an official protest 
With the government. I cannot see that 
this would have been of any avail. It 
would have been simply one more docu- 
ment in a pigeon hole. 

A course offering many attractions was 
to resign ami Issue a public statement giv- 
ing my reasons. So far as I personally 
was concerned, it would have been by 
far tlu? easier and more pleasant course. 
The objection was that by so doing I 
would give neither the government nor 
the people of Canada any real opportunity 
to pass judgment upon the matter brought 
to their attention. My protest would have 
been made, It is true, but not in a man- 
ner that would have attracted attention 
to the evil. 

It seemed better to make a public pro- 
test and to leave with the government the 
option of heeding it, or of opposing the 
system which is destructive to the effi- 
ciency of the national defence. 

1 was In this frame of mind when Mr. 
Fisher's Interference with the 13th Scot- 
tish Light Dragoons came to a head, it 
precipitated my resolution to speak out, 
no matter what the consequences. 

I may now pass from the general aspect 
of the matter to a lew particular fnstauees, 
where not I, but Canada, has suffered from 
autocratic and unusual interference with 
the machinery which 1 was supposed to 
control.

made these statements he hud been ex 
pllcltly informed by me that 1 desired Its 
publication. He went so far on one oc- 
casion as to compare the report to the 
secret report on Canadian Defence. With 
that report my report had no analogy. 

When 1 presented my report for 1003, Sir 
Frederick Borden told me that certain 
portions were too strong, and might em- 
barrass him. I modified It, and again 
sent It In. Without further reference' to 
mo, lie struck out whole pages and separ- 
ate paragraphs, all of which I had Intend- 
ed should be made public. Among the 
portions he eliminated were references to 
the condition of the permanent corps— 
which I pronounced in many respects un- 
satisfactory. 

Last, year, for instance, the permanent 
corps;' with an establishment of 095, were 
20" under strength, had ^77 enlistments, 
and Kit desertions. The two small In- 
structional batteries at Kingston were 
practically reduced to one. The dlssatls- 
fection in the permanent corps and its 
urgent requirements had been pointed out 
bv me to the minister ever since I came 
to the country. 

A more recent Instance occurred In con- 
nection with the organization of the Ord- 
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feet of Sir Frederick Borden s unusual step 
m asking Mr. Fisher to act for him \. . 
lo make the strong opponent ot Dr. l'Ickell 
the arbiter by whose decision the council 
would be gelded. 

it has been saiil that my proper course 
on the matter coming up before parlia- 
ment was to uci'id n statement of facts to 
the Minister of Militia, and not to an 
opposition member of parliament. 

Although statements condemning my 
course were being prepared to be read In 
tin.' House, I received no Intimation from 
Sir Frederick Borden that this was being 
done, and no Invitation to prepare a mem- 
orandum setting forth the facts as far as I 
knew them. Alt that I received from Sir 
Frederick Borden was a request to know 
Whether a paragraph in a newspaper rep- 
resented what 1 hail said at Montreal. 

Had I volunteered such a statement I 
had no assurance that the .Minister of 
.Militia would rend It to the House. On 
the other hand, Col. Hughes, M. v., a 
brother office r and a mem tier of the head- 
quarters staff, asked me for Information o 
tiie subject. 1 do not think that I did 
wrong In complying. But for my doing so, 
a one-sided version would have gone un- 
corrected io the country, which half an 
hour afterwards was universally seen to 
be untrue. 1 took pains to place a copy 
ot my memorandum in the hands of sir 
Frederick Borden by the same messenger 
who gave It to Col. Hughes. 

These few Instances which I have ijuot- 
ed are sufficient to show how my reports 
have been suppressed or manipulated, how 
my hands have been crippled in my en- 
deavors to promote' the efficiency of the 
militia.

ered half the secrets of i he soil yet. 
Thirty years ago we .lid p-. believe 
We could raise a crop of red >ver un- 
less we applied from one hundred 
pounds to three hundred pounds of 
gypsum (land plaster, we culled it) per 
acre. Why, 1 have heard men declare 
th.it they could tell by the appearance 
of a lieid of clover whether it had re- 
ceived plaster or not. Today, no fann- 
er lo my knowledge, sows one pound of 
gypsum on his clover and we certain- 
ly raise just as line clover as we ever 
did when we applied the gypsum. 

The question arises, were the farm- 
ers just simply wasting time and 
money when they sowed their fields 
with plaster'.' Who will answer'.'. At 
present alfalfa is the craze, and people 
are even advised to purchase inoculated 
seed, so that they will be sure lo ob- 
tain ill fill fa. Is Ibis not along the same 
lines as sowing plaster, because it wan 
the fashion or habit? Who can tell'.' 

Raising wheat, scientists tell us. In 
hard on the land and will soon ruin it- 
Hint is exhaust certain elements in it, 
so that it will not produce u paying 
Crop Of wheat any more. We 'have 
also been told to purchase britU, feed 
it to cows, and two-thirds of the fer- 
tility will still remain in the mnmire:

exactly the same cultivation; still here 
is n difference of growth which i s al- 
j most beyond belief. 1 have asked agri- 
Cultural professors how this difference 
! in growth can be explained, and they 
I tell me it is impossible to expldin it", 
for in an analysis of the soil where 
I the large stalks of corn grew and in 
an analysis of the soil where the small 
stalks grew the same elements were 
found .'iml in the same finality. 
I I will relate another instance of a 
queer nature in soil fertility. 1 have 
whal is called in this pari of the coun- 
try a slough, the soil of which for a 
depth of two feel consists of decayed 
roots ami grasses, which have been 
decaying no doubt for hundreds of 
years. This slough or pond was tile- 
drained ten years ago and has produced 
largo crops of hay, corn, potatoes, hut

Crop of grain. A friend of mine was 
visiting me while 1 was ploughing this 
Held. He examined the soil and said 
tlmt it was exactly the Same soil thai 
raised Immense crops of wheal and 
oats in the eastern part of Washington, 
anil he advised me to try some grain 
on it.

Nestling at the bfisn of Lexington which they learned from the old-timers, 



mountain, where the tumbling waters 
of Pool creek empty into Fish river, 
some six miles up from its mouth, is an

All that is needed is capital in- 
telligently employed, to make Cam- 
borne a worthy example of its English 
prototype.

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AL Georges Bourdon, the special 
, correspondent of the Figaro in Rus- 
sia, has made a pilgrimage from St. 
Petersburg to fasnaia Poliana to as- 
certain th" views of Count Tolstoi' on 
I the Russo-.Tapnnese' war. Though lie 
is desdrihed as taking the most lively 
interests in the evenls iu the Far Bast, 
and as frequently riding a distance of 
twenty-eight versts to Toula to obtain 
the latest telegrams, Hie Count has re- 
mained true to his ideals. V.'ar is a 
Scourge and a shame to the human 
race; and he does not know whether 
the victory of his own countrymen or 
that of the Japenesc would hasten the 
moment of its disappearance from the 
face of the earth. M. Bourdon having 
pointed out that the present war is not 
merely an armed conflict between two 
peoples, hut a struggle between two 
races, Count Tolstoi said: "What does 
it matter? 1 make no distinction be- 
tween races. The question is what 
advantage will humanity derive from 
this war?" The Figaro correspondent 
suggested that humanity would profit 
by the victory of Russia, "the civilized 
power." Admitting that, civilisation 
contains an active and education*.! 
force, Count Tolstoi inquired whether 
civilization was on the side of the Itus- 
siahs or the Japanese. 

"Why should I place civilization in 
Europe. Is it because the Europeans 
have created for themselves artificial 
needs, and because they have invented 
the railway, the tejegrnpli, the tele- 
phone, and I do not know what else 
beside? To me all those acquisitions 
of so-called civilization seem the inven- 
tions of barbarism. They servo and 
pander lo all that is basest in man. 
I fail to see that they confer on him 
any sort of moral superiority, while I 
perceive that, on the other hand, the 
use he makes of his intelligence is most 

often for evil and not for g I." 

The objection that civilization had 
not only created ' instruments of war 
and id' material enjoyment, but had al- 
so provided labor-saving machinery, I 
did not embarrass (.'mint Tolstoi, wh( 
exclaimed, "Oh, yes. they save work. 
But work is good, and healthy work is] 
excellent, agreeable and amusing." Re- 
minded that labor in mines, etc., was 
most arduous and unhealthy, the phil- 
osopher's answer was that the proper 
way to remedy that evil was to res- 
trict one's needs. 

"It is not work which must be abol- 
ished, but appetites which must be 
subdued. Modern inventions, by de- 
veloping appetites,, perpetuate labor. 
No, no; it is not by modern inventions 
that the development of the human 
mind must be judged. 1 am not at all 
captivated by the railway, the tele- 
graph, and all the so-called conquests 
by which man pretends that ho is mak- 
ing progress. We are lost in wonder 
at the Pyramids, and we ask, "Of 
what use wore they'.'' All tha inven- 
tions of civilization are our Pyramids. 
I believe that in some thousands of 
years a future generation, finding ves- 
tiges of them, will say. "What strange 
people they were to imagine that to go 
rapidly from one point to another was 
pssentinn in life. They will be 
right. For my part. I never under- 
stood the use of traveling. Journeys 
only serve to make men lose time; they 
are n hindrance t ■ work." 

Bringing I he conversation back to the 
present war. SI. Bourdon inquired 
whether Count Tolstoi did not think 
that the victory id' the Japanese and 
the establishment of their supremncy 
in the Far East would bo injurious to 
fl<<> cause of pea"" and progress. In re- 
ply th" Conn' said that he was not at 
all sure the Japanese wore what the cor- 
respondent described them to be. It 
was probable, moreover., that they had 
imitated Europe in its defects. They 
were working out their evolution, as 
we - the Russians. Chftn having been 
pointed to as a proof of the slowness of 
ihe evolution of the yellow race, Count 
Tolstoi remarked that' at least the Chi- 




nese Hindoos were not warlike peo- 
ples. They despised w;ir and those 
who waged i:. 
"That is a real superiority over us. 

I see they .1 t kill. 1 learn from 

the narratives of travelers that they 
are honest in business, keep their 
word, and do not lie. Such qualities 
are not common in Europe. Their 
philosophers, such as Confucius and 
Buddha, have shaped admirable 
thonghts. If the yellow race is cruel, 
aie not the Europeans also cruel?" 

Count Tolstoi does not know whether 
tic so-called civilized world is advanc- 
ing or -going backwards, "How then. - ' 
asked, "can I decide a priori if the 
triumph of this or that race would be 
of ii greater advantage to humanity?" 
Then after denouncing the horrors of 
war, tlu> wickedness of governments 
who take men by force and order 
them to kill, he said, "You must not 
seek to make out that violence is a 
fundamental tendency in men, for 1 
know men who hated it, and 1 
can conceive a society from which it 
would be banished. Mini are always 
talking about liberty. Liberty cannot 
ho established, instituted or organized. 
The problem consists in suppressing 
violence. Banish violence, and liberty 
will be born."

DOCTORS WORK AT PANAMA. 

Alfred Noble, a former member of 
the Isthmian commission, writes in 
Success for June: 

Not only the engineers, but also the 
doctors, will have much work to do in 
connection with the construction of the 
Panama canal. The health conditions 
in the vicinity are very bad; it would 
be difficult to find worse. The Chagres 
fever, which is peculiar to this region, 
— being named, indeed, after the river 
of that name, — prevails constantly and 
is a very serious menace to the lives of 
men from the .North. I am confident 
that it can be stamped out, hut this 
will be a difficult task, well worthy of 
thi' efforts of the best medical ability in 
this country. 

The climate itself is not unfavorable 
to health. The' danger lies in the 
swamps ou the coast and in the abso- 
lute lack of sanitation in the towns. 
The swamps will 'have to be drained, 
and a civilized sanitary system put into 
operation. This work must he put un- 
der the direction of a medical man of 
firmness, sound ideas, and strong ex- 
ecutive ability. Though the manual la 
bor on the canal will be done by ac- 
climated natives, a large number of men 
from the United States will be em- 
ployed as superintendents and for other 
work requiring skill and education. 

Many young American civil and me- 
chanical engii rs are looking to ['an- 

ania for opportunities, ami there will 
lie places for considerable proportion 
of those who want them. The lives ot 
these men are too valuable to he sacri- 
ficed to unhenlthful conditions that can 
be remedied. Some of the first and 
most important undertakings in the 
canal country must be prosecuted by 
physicians. 



DIAZ AND .MEXICO. 

In the marvelous development of 
Mexico in thi' pasf generation Diaz has 
played tin- leading part. Among the 
foremost achievements of the existing 
Mexican government must be counted 
the founding of n national school 
system, free from sectarian influence. 
The strong hand of the president 
also seen in the marvelous regeneration 
"f the capital city, which is now 
drained by the greatest piece of sani- 
tary engineering in the world, and 
which is being rapidly modernized in 
the matter of good pavements, parks, 
public buildings and canals. 

Another great achievement of the 



Diaz administration has been the im- 
provement of Mexican harbors on the 
Gulf and the Pacific. The hitter fact is 
especially notable in the instance of the 
Tehuantepec route. _ By this highway 
goods in transit from Atlantic ports to 
California have an advantage of 1,500 
miles over the proposed Panama canal. 

Conspicuous, also, has been the rail- 
way development, of which the Te- 
huantepec is the latest phase. At the 
beginning of the first tern; of Presi- 
dent Diaz, in 1877, but one railway-- 
the Mexican, or Vera Cruz line, "So 
miles iln length— existed in the repub- 
lic. In 1SSO the two great systems of 
the Mexican National and Mexican 
Central railroads were commence. I. 
Railroads now traverse every state ex- 
cept Lower California, Tabasco and 
Campeachy. At present about 32,000 
miles of railroad, operated by ten com- 
panies, are in service. 

An equally remarkable feature has 
been the solving of national financial 
problems. When Diaz came into power 
the public debt amounted to above 
$1 50,000,000, and the annua] deficit, in 
national revenues was near $10,000,- 
000. In fourteen years the debt has 
been reduced 50 per cent, and the gov- 
ernment's income had met expenses. — 
I took lovers' .Magazine.

The courtship between the General 
and Mrs. Stetzel began a tew weeks 
ago. unci every morning the two walk 
arm in arm to the rehearsal of the 
representation of the Boer war, which 
is given at the exposition, 

The religious ceremony which will 
unite the two persons from South Af- 
rica will not take place until they re- 
turn to their native land, lull friends of 
the General expect the civil ceremony 
to take place within :i month. 

When General Cronje was exiled to 
St. Helena his wife volunteered to ac- 
company him. .\t the close of the war 
General ami Mrs. Cronje were permit- 
ted to return to South Africa, where 
the veteran commander has vast lauded 
possessions, and where for years he has 
lived the life of u quiet farmer. 

Last November Mrs. Cronje died, 
and since then the veteran commander 
has been discontented. For this reason

Crossing to the Pacific we find that at 
Vancouver Island wis Majesty has an- 
other station, also strongly fortified and 
armed, and supplied with coal, which 
gives Britain a similar advantage over 
the other European stales in the Pa- 
clfie ocean. Willi these important naval 
stations gone, of what value would the 
navy be, and what Britain's position 
among the great powers?

SWIMMING

. The human body is not very well de- 
signed for .natatorial feats. Since we 
are not equipped with fins, it is rather 
difficult to force the body forward in 
the water with any speed, but with in- 
struction anil practice it is .possible to 
increase the ability of the average 
swimmer two or three times. 

Regarding swimming » s o sport, our 
English cousins are fnr in advance of 
n«, as is shown by a comparison of 
English aud. American swimming rec- 
ords. The reason Cor this difference 
Ss that t lie English show much more in- 
terest in the pastime than we do, and, 
5n addition, swimming pools are numer- 
ous and we'll patronized In that eouu- 
'^try.. There are indications that the in- 
terest throughout the United States is 
increasing. New swimming tanks are 
'being built every year, and records at 
all distances are being cut down. 

Considered as an exercise, swimming 
lias two points which hi particular com- 
mend it. The muscles of thi chest and 
back are greatly developed and the lung 
■capacity is increased. As distinguished 
from many other sports, swimming has 
a practical application, particularly for 
those who live near the water or take 
an interest in boats or yachting. It 
gives 'not only an ability to save one's 
self in eases of emergency, but in many 
instances to save others. Granting 
thai the water is not too rough, or so 
cold as to benumb, n good swimmer 
should be able to cover five miles, or to 
keep afloat as many hours. 'Phis would 
inert be a remarkable performance when 



ming which it is well to touch upon, for, 
if kept in mind, they will aid in over- 
coming the most serious diflicultics, 
"There are three things which will help 
the beginner if dependent upon the in- 
struction of a friend. The first is that 
an inflated belt or other device for 
'keeping the body alloat will make it 
easier to learn the stroke. The utteu- 
tion is not distracted from the propev 
'performance of the necessary motions 
'by the -danger of sin ...rig. With the 
'help of the belt each stroke may be 
'taken slowly and executed according to 
instruction. Im this way much uselosa 
'floundering and waste of strength is 
avoided. As soon as the idea or the 
Way of using the limbs is acouircd the 
belt should be discarded anil the at- 
tention directed to keening the body 
alloat by means of the stroke. 
1 The next important, thing is to avoid 
'the natural tendency to keep as much 
out of water as possible. Most begin- 
ners try to keep the head, neck, and 
even part of the shoulders above the 
'surface. This cannot be done easily, 
even by a good swimmer. Kv.cry por- 
tion of the body which is kept above 
the water is a dead weight upon the ef- 
fort to keep alloat, and soon produces 
exhaustion. Swim as low in the Water 
as possible, so long as the breathing is 
not interfered with. If the water Is 
not rough let the body drop till the chin 
is just immersed. 

The third tiling to remember is that 
the leg stroke is not understood by 
[most of the people who swim. Beghi- 



t ho triidgedli is the host, but there are 
many advocates of the side stroke. The 
majority of the latter men are those 
who do long distance work, so it may 
oe said that the side stroke is best 
suited for events which puss the (piur- 
ter mile mark. The "trudge" is un- 
doubtedly superior for short races, but 
as it is more difficult to master than 
the other it is best to begin fast work 
by learning the side stroke. 

The characteristics of this method 
are that the body is kept on the side, 
and that the upper arm is brought 
(dear of the water and swung forward 
through the air for each Stroke, while 
the under arm performs its entire mo- 
tion under water. There are many w'll 
swim in a manner which closely re- 
sembles the side stroke, and for sii.m 
it is generally easy to acquire goal 
form. The most imporiaiH point in '.his 
style of swimming is to keep the body 
en the side. It will be noticed that 
when one swims the ordinary breast 
stroke the upper pni't of the chest is 
forced directly against the water. The 
result is that progress is greatly re- 
tarded, hut in the -side stroke the top 
of the shoulder is presented so that it 
to n certain degree cuts the water. 
Therefore the body should lie kept ou 
the side and tne tendency to roll out > 
the chest when the upper arm is thrown 
forward should be avoided. 

The novice should first determine on 
which side he will swim. In this re- 
spect individuals differ. The question 
can be determined by trying both sid :s. 



is, one in front of the other. In the 
former explanation it is understood that 
the legs are to be separated sideways 
of tlie body, or as they are when one 
stands with the feet apart. 

As to the order in which the motions 
of the different limbs are made, it is 
necessary to regard the propelling part 
of the respective strokes and to execute 
them in the following order: Lower 
arm, upper arm, icg, lower arm, , ic. 
These should follow each other con- 
tinuously. As soon as one ends the 
other should commence, so that the 
body is kept moving forward continu- 
ously. 

1 Probably the most difficult part of 
the side stroke is the breathing. The 
body being on the side and carried very 
low in th>e water, the face is nearly 
covered. In fact, many swimmers have 
their heads almost under the water at 
one part of the stroke. It will lie found 
that there is naturally a slight lift of 
the body on the end of the sweep of the 
upper arm stroke. This lift will bring 
the face partially clear of the water, 
and the breath must then bo taken in 
through the mouth— never through the 
nose. The object of this is that any 
little splash of water drawn in with the 
breath will stop in the mouth and will 
not choke the swimmer by being drawn 
into the throat. 

After one has acquired proficiency in 
the side stroke, the trudge may be at- 
tempted. The point which characterizes 
this method is that both arms are 
brought forward above the surface of 
the water. In this way one avoids the 
resistance which is encountered in forc- 
ing the under arm forward in the side 
stroke. It is evident that the body 
cannot be kept on one side. There must 
be a decided roll which will bring the 
shoulders alternately near the surface. 
That shoulder, winch is naturally car- 
ried uppermost in the side stroke must 
be brought up further than the other 
to allow of brenthing on that side and 
lo allow the propelling part of the leg 
stroke to lie made with the body .h 
nearly the same position as in the sid" 
stroke. The alternate rolling of the 
body is accomplished by allowing the 
sweep of each arm to raise each shoul- 
der so that the arm can be lifted nut 
and swung forward, straight to the 
front, as :s done with the upper arm in

The specific gravity of the body Is 
-such that water will nearly support it 
•without effort on the part of the swim- 
mer. With the lungs well inflated, the 
average person can with ti little prac- 
-fico lioat motionless in salt water. To 

• do so in fresh water requires consider- 
able practice and development of the 
lung capacity. Because of the great 
sustaining power of salt water those 
who are unable to swim will Hnd it a 
little easier to learn the art in the sea. 
After some 'd.'gree of ability has been 
acquired the differ •in-.; in fresh water 
will not be noticed 'except in the attempt 
at motionless floating. 

Those who are entirely unable to 
swim will find that it is practically im- 
possible to teach swimming 'by any -sort 
of a written article. The knowledge 

«cnn -only 'come by .-ju'tnal work and prac- 
tice in the water. Children, as a rule, 
under favorable conditions, work out 
the ability to keep afloat by their al- 
most undirected efforts, but the best 
way to learn is to have the help of a 
friend who understands the art. or the 

•assistance of a competent instructor 
where possible. 

The intention is to present in this 
article a description of whirt are known 
as "racing strokes." These can be 

.easily 'learned by people -who have had 
enough experience in the water to be 
Classed as those who arc '"at 'home" in 

-tliar element. However, there are cer- 

•tnin points relating to elementary swim- 



ners are often told to draw the legs up 
and then kick them back, the idea be- 
ing that propulsion is attained by kick- 
ing at the water. This principle is 
'wrong, and those who swim that way 
'have difficulty in mnking progress. The 
proper way is to draw the legs up; then 
(extend them, but at the same time sep- 
arating them till the form an angle of 
'about forty-live degrees to each other. 
I Then, with the lotrs straight and "toes 
pointed." swing them together forcibly, 
as if they were the blades of n pair of 
scissors. It is this last part, or the 
swinging together of the legs, which 
gives the propelling force. The prin- 
ciple of the motion is that the watet 
between the legs forms a wedge ■ on 
Which the legs act in closing, and th.' 
resultant force moves the body for- 
ward. It would be well "for the begin- 
ner to practice this leg stroke wlni • 
holding by the bands to sonic conve- 
nient -pole or other stationary object at 
the surface of the water. At lirst work 
on the three parts of the leg motion, 
with a slight pause between each, until 
with practice the whole stroke may oe 
made continuous. 

Of 'the racing strikes for fast swim- 
ming, there are only two which an' in 
general use. These an' the over-arm 
side stroke and the tru'dgeon, or double 
over-arm. It is inadvisable lor one to 
try to learn either of these strokes un- 
less ion- has gained considerable pro- 
ficiency in the ordinary method of 
swimming, •or. as it is called. the 
"breast stroke." For racing the gen- 
eral sentiment in this country is that

tin. best for the individual, and ah sub- 
sequent work should oe -'dei'taken "I 
accordance with that deeison. 

The upper arm stroke is made by 
swinging the arm forward above the 
water until fully extended, straight to 
the front. The arm is then dropped 
into the water and swept downward 
and back, through almost a full half 
circle. When near the surface and 
parall 1 with the body. Ule elbow is 
bent and the arm lifted quickly from 
the water, elbow lirst. It is then ready 
for the swing forward for the next 
stroke. The lower arm stroke is math' 
by thrusting the hand out from th" 
shoulder (all the time under water— no' 
straight down and back, as in the ease 
of the upper arm— but a little to the 
front of the body. This movement is 
complete when the arm lies almost 
against the body. i no arm is then bent 
and tie- hand brought up dose along 
the body till in front of She shoulder, 
from which point the next stroke be- 
gins. Care should be taken to make 
the sweep of both the arms as long .is 
possible. There is a natural tendency 
to cut short th;!i part of the stroke 
which forces the body ahead. This 
must l.o avoided, and a good, full 
swe. p of the arms acquired. 

The principle of the leg movement is 
the same as eviously explained in 
connection wit elementary swimming, 
hot there is the difference that, in the 
side stroke the legs must he separated 
in the way that one would separate 
them to ink,' a step in walking— that 



the side stroke. 

The order or succession of the move- 
ments of the limbs is the same as prev- 
iously described. 

The fact that the trudge keeps the 
face under water most of the time will 
necessitate considerable ability "n 
catching the breath, for the mouth can 
oi;!y lie above the surface for a fraction 
of a second each time. To make is pos- 
sible to inhale in this short period, the 
breath must be exhaled while the face 
is still under water. When this is done 
there is enough time to till the lungs if 
the air is drawn in quickly. 

There are certain rules which apply 
to both the trudge ami side stroke, 
which, if kept in mind, will aid in de- 
veloping speed. First, time the move- 
ment of the limbs so thru one stroke 
follows the ot her ill regular anil e\"li 
succession. This keeps the body mov- 
ing steadily forward and prevents the 
loss of power which will result from a 
"sag" in the stroke. Second, remember 
that the head is only to be carried just 
high enough to bring the mouth clear 
of the water at the lime when the 
breath should be taken. Third, reach 
we'l forward with the anus and make 
the propelling sweep as long as 710s- 
sible. 

If one can master either or both of 
the strokes described in this article, it 
will he found that the pleasure of swim- 
ming will l.e almosi doubled. How- 
ever, when yon go in for a swim do 
not stay in the water loo long it you 
wish 10 derive tiie greatest benefit from 
I he sport. It is always best to come 
out before a sense of exhaustion is ex- 
perienced or before feeling chilled.

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X. Extracts From Dr. Hasell's Retiring Presidential Address to Members A 
^ In Which Timely Reference Is Made to the Late Mr. Fannin's Work ^ 




The Colonist 1ms been requested by 
members of the Natural History So- 
ciety to publish the retiring presidential 
address delivered by Dr. Hasell at the 
.annual mooting some weeks ago. Owing 
to the death of the late John Fannin 
it is extremely opportune, as the ex- 
president dealt at length, not only wi'li 
the history of the society with -which 
Mr. Fannin was long and closely iden- 
tified, but to his work in building up 
the Provincial Museum. The address 
contained a number of details not of 
■special interest to the public, which 
liave boon eliminated. It is as follows: 

1 have thought that it would bo in- 
teresting: to the members if I embodied 
in my Presidential address a short ac- 
count of the founding of the Natural 
History Society and the rise of the 
museum. 

« In ]SSS the Provincial Museum, 
•which consisted of the private collec- 
tions of natural historical specimens 
made by Mr. John Fannin and present- 
ed by him to the province, was con- 
tained in a small room measuring cer- 
tainly not more than 15 by 2(1 feet 
adjoining the provincial secretary's of- 
fice, in this room Mr. Fannin worked, 
•dressed skins and mounted birds. So 
limited was the space here that when 
the black wolf, which is still a treasur- 
ed specimen in the museum, was 
brought to Mr. Fannin he had to take 
it: home to his own house and mount 
it in an empty room, whore I remem- 
ber going to see it in the course of 
preparation. Shortly afterwards the 
building used by the law courts was 
vacated by Her Majesty's judges and 
the building turned over to Mr. Fannin 
:is a museum. 

On March the fith a mooting of cer- 
tain residents of the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia interested in organizing 
a natural history society was called by 
Messrs. Fannin, Newcombe and mys«IC 
and was held in the tiny office of the 
curator of the provincial museum. 
Messrs. Fannin, Fielding ami New- 
combo wore appointed a committee to 
prepare a constitution and by-laws for 
the society. Those were read at a gen- 
eral meeting hold on March 20th, 1800. 
and pdopted clause by clause. Officers 
were elected, the late Mr. Fannin be- 
ing appointed librarian and curator. 

It was resolved that the mooting 
■constitute itself a Natural History So- 
ciety for the purpose of increasing the 
knowledge of the natural history of 
the 'irovince of British 'Columbia and 
to assist in collecting and preserving 
natural objects for tic Provincial Mu- 
seum. 

At the first regular meeting .ton com- 
millet men were appointed as follows:

•j. nose field meetings were, in tiie 
first few years of the society's exist- 
ence, of very frequent occurrence, and 
wore productive of great good to the 
members who took part in them, and 
also helped enormously to build up 
the Provincial Museum, especially in 
the invertebrate collections, us many 
outings consisted in hiring a steam- 
er and dredging for deep sea shells and 
Dt her specimens which wore arranged 
and classified by Dr. Newcombe. It 
must bo remembered that at tno time 
of the moving of the museum into the 
old law courts, it consisted only of Mr. 
Fannin's collection of birds and skins 
and a very few small mammals. The 
[butterflies and moths, the very com- 
plete collections of shells, the fossils, 
the plains, ami mosses and many of 
l ho mosl valuable ethnological speci- 
mens were collected and given by mem- 
bers of the Natural History Society.

"In 1S73 Mr. Fannin was assigned 
the important task of exploring a large 
part of the Lower Mainland.

Do passed from there lo 
Mntsqui, thence to Suiting and the in- 
ternational boundary line, and across 
the country to Chilliwnck. From Chil- 
liwnck his explorations led in the direc- 
tion of the mountains. From the top 
of Discovery mountain Mr. Fannin de- 
scribed tin- territory in the following 
language: 

"'Perhaps the most extended view 
to lie had on the Lower Fraser is from 
this point. Every settlement along the 
river can be readily soon through its 
windings eighty miles In the Gulf, and 
looks si ill and motionless in the dis- 
tance. New Westminster can be seen 
with (he naked eye, and every sottte- 
ment along the river can bo readily dis- 
tinguished, Stimas and Chilliwitck, the 
former seventeen, the latter twelve 
miles away, appear almost at our foot. 
Here also can be seen in the country 
between Chilliwnck and Chcam new 
openings made by recent settlors, look- 
ing upon which as now signs of awak- 
ening prosperity the imagination wan- 
ders into the future, when these green 
plains shall be dotted will, herds and 
the tangled growth of forest which now 
covers the virgin soil of the uplands 
shall yield to the hand of hardy indus- 
try and fields of waving corn shall take 
its place; when the eye from this point 
will rest on many a hamlet and the 
sound of human voices and human in- 
dustry will fill the space where now is 
silence and solitude. Fanciful as this 
picture may seem, and I have no doubt 
those wnose experience have never led 
them beyond the beaten lines of travel 
through this district may think it very 
fanciful indeed, yet it i-i not only pos- 
sible for this stale of things to come 
about, but the time is not so dimly 
marked in the future when this very 
picture will become a living icality. For 
it can scarcely be consistent with the 
natural course of events that this beau- 
tiful valley will remain 1 •. as it is. a 

comparative wilderness while so many 
of our fellow beings are straggling for 
a miserable existence in crowded homos 
of the Old World.'
